From  the  Editor  s  Desk  ,  .  . 

THE  EDITOR  has  been  severely  criticised  by  a  member  of  the 
Alumni  Association — others  may  have  been  equally  critical 
but  failed  to  express  themselves — for  the  "thinness"  of  the  April  and 
May  issues  of  The  Ohio  Alumnus  and  for  the  belated  appearances 
of  the  last  three  issues  of  the  publication,  including  the  current  one. 

There  are  explanations,  although  they  may  not  be  satisfactory 
to  all  who  read  them. 

The  April  and  May  numbers  were  thin  because  funds  remaining 
in  the  194S-49  budget  did  not  permit  the  production  of  larger  issues. 
Printing,  engraving,  and  distribution  costs  have  all  increased  tre- 
mendously during  recent  years,  while  income  has  not  kept  pace  with 
them.  There  was  no  alternative  to  a  reduction  in  size. 

As  for  the  tardy  issues,  in  fairness  to  himself  the  editor  points 
out  that  no  person  with  all  of  the  varied  responsiblities  that  are  his 
under  the  joint  title  of  Alumni  Secretary  and  University  Editor  can 
keep  The  Alumnus  on  the  beam  without  more  assistance  than  he  at 
present  commands.  He  doubts  if  there  are  many  alumni  set-ups 
in  schools  comparable  in  size  to  Ohio  University  that  are  as  under- 
staffed as  his  own. 

Of  course  it's  "silly"  to  have  a  May  number  coming  out  in  July 
and  a  June  number  in  August.  But  it  would  be  equally  silly  for  the 
university  to  be  without  catalogs  during  the  spring  months  when 
high  school  seniors  are  deciding  where  they  will  go  to  college  in  the 
fall,  and  for  no  preparations  to  be  made  for  the  entertainment  of 
alumni  at  commencement  time. 

No  one  can  possibly  be  more  accutely  aware  of  the  situation  or 
more  deeply  disturbed  by  it  than  the  secretary-editor.  Repeated  ex- 
planations, however  well  founded,  are  embarrassing,  and  the  con- 
tinued state  of  being  behind  schedule  does  not  make  for  sound  sleep 
at  night. 

There  is  good  news  for  all,  however.  The  Alumnus  is  to  have 
an  associate  editor  next  year,  who,  with  the  present  editor,  has 
pledged  himself  to  bring  the  publication  out  on  time — come  hell, 
high  water,  or  other  obstacles. 

While  an  alumni  magazine  can  never  hope  to  provide  its  read- 
ers with  "spot"  news,  we'll  hope  with  you,  our  readers,  that  you 
will  have  much  less  to  be  displeased  with  in  the  future  than  is  pres- 
ently true. 

An  effort  is  being  made,  also,  to  find  an  assistant  to  aid  the 
alumni  secretary  in  non-editorial  matters.  Any  alumnus  having  an 
interest  in  organizational  work  and  feeling  himself  qualified  for  it 
IS  invited  to  communicate  the  fact  to  the  Alumni  Office 

Within  the  near  future  a  committee  of  representative  alumni 
will  be  appointed  to  survey  the  entire  field  of  alumni  activities  and 
to  make  recommendations  for  the  improvement  and  expansion  of 
the  program  at  Ohio  University. 

WE  WOULD  like  to  feel,  and,  indeed,  do  feel,  that  the  follow- 
ing words  written  by  an  alumna  after  she  and  her  husband 
had  visited  Ohio  University  at  commencement  time  this  year  rep- 
resent the  sentiments  of  most  of  those  who  returned  to  the  campus. 
"We  both  enjoyed  our  visit  to  Athens  more  than  we  can  say. 
For  me,  it  was  as  if  time  had  stood  still,  and  I  were  back  walking 
the  familiar  paths  just  as  in  the  past.  Seeing  so  many  old  friends 
helped  to  give  me  that  feeling.  I  was  really  reluctant  to  go  back 
for  my  class  reunion,  as  revisiting  old  haunts  often  has  a  tendency 
to  sadden  me.  But  my  husband  urged  me  so  strongly  to  make  the 
trip  that  I  allowed  myself  to  be  persuaded,  and  now  I  am  so  glad 
that  I  did.

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June  Commencement  Sets 
Record  for  Attendance 


RECORD-BREAKING  in  several 
respects-  -amon^  them  the  size 
of  the  graduatinj,'  chiss,  general  at- 
tendance, and  weather  —  the  June 
commencement  is  niiw  a  matter  for 
the  history  hooks. 

On  Sunday,  June  12,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  a  few  who  were  permit- 
ted to  graduate  in  absentia,  a  class 
of  73  5  members  followed  the  na- 
tional and  Ohio  University  colors, 
borne  by  ROTC  cadets,  in  a  formal 
academic  procession  from  Ewing 
Hall,  past  the  Edwin  Watts  Chubb 
Library,  and  under  the  McGufFey 
Elms  to  their  seats  on  The  Green 
just  west  of  Alumni  Memorial  Aud- 
itorium, there  to  receive  the  degrees 
and  diplomas  which  they  had  so  long 
anticipated.  Music  for  the  proces- 
sion was  provided  by  the  Cutler  Hall 
chimes  played  by  Lyndall  Woolley, 
an  Athens  freshman. 

The  June  seniors  constituted  the 
largest  graduating  group  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  university  and,  with 
their  fellows  of  the  February  and 
August  sections,  will  give  the  Class 
of  1949  a  membership  of  approxi- 
mately 1,200,  a  mark  that  will  likely 
stand  for  years  to  come. 

With  a  senior  group  of  such  size 
it  would  of  course  be  expected  that 
the  attendance  of  the  graduation  ex- 


ercises would  break  all  records — and 
that  was  the  case. 

Four  thousand  two  hundred  chairs, 
transported  from  Columbus  and 
Cleveland,  were  placed  in  a  shaded 
area  of  The  Green  and  the  natural 
beauty  of  the  scene  enhanced  by 
an  appropriate  decoration  of  the 
platform  on  which  the  commence- 
ment officials  were  seated  and  the 
west  portico  of  the  Auditorium 
which  provided  a  background  for  the 
setting. 

Senior  guests,  alumni  and  other 
visitors,  faculty  members,  and  the 
seniors,  themselves,  occupied  all  of 
the  4,200  chairs,  while  several  hun- 
dred persons  stood  or  sat  on  the 
grass  within  sound  of  the  program 
which  was  transmitted  by  means  of 
a  public  address  system.  The  total 
attendance  was  estimated  at  close  to 
1,000. 

The  shade  expected  to  be  afforded 
by  the  campus  trees  had  no  oppor- 
tunity to  be  effective  since  clouds 
in  a  heavily  overcast  sky  produced 
a  threat  of  rain — and,  actually,  a 
few  sprinkles — which  kept  the  huge 
crowd  somewhat  uneasy  and  which 
caused  the  commencement  speaker  to 
shorten  the  address  which  he  was 
prepared  to  give. 

In  spite  of  the  weatherman's  niis-

behavior,  however,  the  graduation 
exercises  were  generally  regarded  as 
the  most  successful  ever  staged  by 
the  university. 

Bromfield  Is  Speaker 

"Find  out  what  you  want  to  do  in 
life  and  stick  with  it — the  greatest 
failures  are  those  always  looking  for 
the  breaks,"  counseled  Louis  Brom- 
field, widely-known  writer,  political 
analyst,  and  farmer  of  Malabar 
Farm,  Lucas,  Ohio,  in  his  address  to 
the  graduates. 

Speaking  briefly  and  extemporan- 
eously on  the  subject,  "On  Our 
Way,"  Mr.  Bromfield  offered  some 
conclusions  which  he  said  were  based 
on  his  own  experiences  as  a  news- 
paperman, author,  and  farmer. 

"Let  me  warn  you,"  he  said,  "of  the 
dangers  of  over-specialization.  The 
world  is  one  of  opportunities  man 
never  before  commanded.  There  are 
so  many  new  fields  to  explore  and 
conquer  that  there  seems  there 
should  be  room  for  us  all." 

The  speaker  took  occasion  to  at- 
tack the  heresy  or  idea  which  has 
arisen  that  the  state  owes  everyone 
a  living. 

"The  word  democracy  has  been 
horribly  abused.  The  democracy  rep- 
resented in  the  United  States  is  the 
highest  form  of  government  and  hu- 
man relationships  ever  developed. 
We  hear  lots  of  loose  talk  about 
Democracy,  that  we  can  impose  it  on 
other  nations,  but  it  is  something  that 
they  must  earn.  .  .  ." 

"Democracy  must  be  earned  —  it 
must    be    maintained.    We    all    must 
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pull  together  to  make  it  work,  and 
it  lies  with  us  to  make  this  world 
what  we  will,"  Mr.  Bromfield  stated 
in  conclusion. 

The  invocation  and  benediction 
were  pronounced  by  the  Rev.  Sidney 
J.  Browne,  rector  of  the  Church  of 
the  Good  Shepherd,  Athens.  A 
group  from  the  men's  and  womens 
glee  clubs,  under  the  direction  of 
Prof.  Philip  L.  Peterson,  sang  "The 
Cherubim    Song"    by    Tschaikowsky. 

The  conferring  of  degrees  on  the 
bachelors'  and  masters'  candidates, 
as  well  as  the  presenting  of  the 
Army,  Air  Force,  and  Marine  Corps 
commissions,  was  done  by  President 
John  C.  Baker,  assisted  by  the  deans 
of  the  colleges  and  by  Colonel  Spci- 
del,  ROTC^head. 

The  baccalaureate  service  was  held 
in  Alumni  Auditorium  on  Sunday 
morning,  with  Dr.  Julian  Price  Love, 
professor  of  Biblical  theology  at  the 
Louisville  (Ky.)  Presbyterian  Semi- 
nary, giving  an  address  on  the  sub- 
ject, "A  More  Excellent  Way." 

Dr.  Love's  address  was  based  on 
I  Corinthians  12:1 — "yet  show  I  un- 
to you  a  more  excellent  way." 

Janet  Ingcrham,  Athens,  a  junior, 
sang  "Come  Unto  Him"  from  "The 
Messiah"  by  Handel.  She  was  ac- 
compained  by  Mrs.  Jean  Hales  Dish- 
ong,  Mingo  Junction,  a  member  of 
the  graduating  class. 

Rain  Did  Not  Help

Country  Club.  Thirty  persons  com- 
pleted the  competition,  however, 
with  top  honors  going  to  a  senior. 
Gene  Kinsley,  Hartville. 

The  arrival  of  guests  at  the  class 
reunion  luncheons  in  Lindley  Hall 
Saturday  neon  was  delayed  by  per- 
haps the  hardest  storm  of  the  day 
thus  causing  concern  to  the  cooks 
who  had  prepared  an  excellent  meal 
as  well  as  to  the  guests,  many  of 
whom  were  drenched  in  getting  from 
cars  to  the  entrance  of  the  building. 
The  annual  commencement  sup- 
per, planned  to  be  held  at  six  o'clock 
Saturday  evening  under  the  Elms, 
was  forced  by  weather  conditions 
into  the  lounge  and  dining  rooms  of

iss  Lulu  King  of  At-

one  of  her  former  students. 
Dr.  Newman  H.  Bennett, 
"99,  a  physician  of  Pitts- 
burgh, Pa.  Miss  King,  now 
past  80  years  of  age,  is  still  active  as 
a  teacher  and  composer  in  the  south- 
ern city  and  is  currently  engaged  in 
writing  a  book.  It  was  her  first  visit 
to  the  campus  since  leaving  it  in 
1898.  She  and  her  student,  who  was 
outstanding  as  a  tenor  soloist  in 
Pittsburgh  for  many  years,  enjoyed 
the  thrill  of  "rehearsing"  in  the  aud- 
itorium of  the  old  Fine  Arts  Build- 
ing the  song  that  Dr.  Bennett  sang 
from  the  same  platform  on  gradua- 
tion day  50  years  previously. 

T'HE  oldest  member  of  the 
Ohio  University  faculty  in  point 
of  service  is  now  Clinton  N.  Mac- 
kinnon,  professor  of  English,  who 
came  to  the  campus  in  1912  as  an 
assistant  professor,  after  having 
served  one  year  as  an  instructor  at 
Lafayette  College.  He  was  absent  on 
leave  for  war  service  in  1917-19.  A 
hasty   perusal   of   faculty   records   in 
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the  Alumni  Office  (tor  which  the  ed- 
itor does  not  vouch)  seems  to  indi- 
cate that  the  ten  oldest  members  of 
the  teaching  staff,  in  point  of  service 
and  in  order  of  appointment  to  the 
faculty,  are:  Prof.  Mackinnon;  Dr. 
.Mary  T.  .Noss  (1914),  professor  of 
French;  Thorwald  Olson  (1916), 
athletic  trainer;  Dr.  Victor  White 
house  (1917),  professor  of  Spanish; 
A.  W.  Boetticher  (1917),  associate 
professor  of  botany;  Dr.  Robert  L. 
Morton  (1918),  professor  of  educa- 
tion; William  H.  Fensel  (1918), 
associate  professor  of  accounting  and

CONSTRUCTION  ACTIVITIES 

PROGRESSING  THIS  SUMMER 

Ahead  of  schedule  in  its  construc- 
tion, Ohio  University's  new  Health 
and  Welfare  Building  will  probably 
be  ready  for  occupancy  in  December 
of  this  year. 

The  three-story  building,  to  cost 
about  one  half  million  dollars,  is 
located  to  the  rear  of  College  and 
East  Union  streets,  with  access  to  it 
from  these  two  streets  as  well  as 
from  the  south  end  of  Church  Street. 

Work  on  the  $400,000  addition 
to  the  Men's  Dormitory,  completing 
it  as  a  quadrangle,  has  reached  the 
second  floor  level  and  is  progressing 
satisfactorily.  Providing  96  addi- 
tional rooms,  IS  is  expected  to  be 
ready  in  February,  1950. 

The  initial  unit  of  the  new  En- 
gineering Science  Building,  at  the  end 
of  President  Street,  is  fast  approach- 
ing completion  and  will  be  taken  over 
by  the  College  of  Applied  Science 
for  work  in  a  number  of  engineering 
fields  early  this  fall. 

One  of  the  largest  concrete  pour- 
ing jobs  in  local  history  has  given 
early  form  to  the  $400,000  Nata- 
torium  now  under  construction  on 
University  Terrace.  The  larger  of  the 
two  pools  to  be  included  in  the  build- 
ing and  the  basement  walls  were 
"■poured"  in  a  continuous  process 
that  was  of  great  interest  to 
numerous  "sidewalk  superintendents."

A  special  "period  room"  has  been  con- 
structed in  the  Campus  Martius  Museum

Both 
Mrs.  Eckel  and  Mrs.  Long  are  descendants 
of  Jonathan  Devol  of  Tiverton,  R.  L, 
whose  children  and  grandchildren  were 
the  most  numerous  of  the  Muskingum 
Valley  settlers.  Mrs.  Long's  husband, 
Clement  Ross  Long,  graduated  from 
Ohio  University  in  1872.  He  was,  at  one 
time,  principal  of  the  high  school  at 
Zanesville,  principal  of  a  school  in  Chi- 
cago, 111.,  and  professor  of  Latin  and 
Greek  at  Beaver  College,  Pa.

We  later 
had  a  smelt  dinner  for  nine  people  and 
that  required  a  lot  of  fish  frying."
